wife, to the said James Cullen.

CHAPTER 170.

FAMILY OF THE LATE JOSEPH B. DORR.

APRIL 16, AN ACT for the Relief of the Widow and Heirs of Joseph B. Dorr,
late Colonel 8th Iowa Cavalry.

Waereas, Col. Joseph B. Dorr, late of the 8th Iowa
Preamtle. Cavalry, died in the service of the United States in the
year 1864, in the State of Georgia, of wounds and disease
contracted while Colonel of said regiment and in the line
of his duty; and,

WaeRrgAs, The said Joseph B. Dorr in his lifetime
executed a mortgage to James D. Eads, formerly Super-
intendent of Public Instruction of the State of Iowa, upon
lots numbers 8 and 9 in Bradstreet’s addition to the city
of Dubuque, and a small farm in Jackson county, the
homestead of Joseph Dorr, the father of said Joseph B.
Dorr, to secure an indebtedness due the school-fund of the
State ; and,

WHEREAS, Said mortgage has been foreclosed and judg-
ment and decree rendered thereon in the district court of
Dubuque county for the amount due upon said mortgage ;
therefore,

SecrioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of
